Identification of Claims Discussed 

Claims 1 and 30-32 were discussed.. 

Principal Arguments and Other Matters 

On April 7, 2006, Applicants amended claim 1 to recite the phrase "excluding the start 
codon region." During the interview, Applicants' representatives described the support in the 
specification for amended claim 1 and newly added claims 30-32. 

Results of Interview 

At the interview, Applicants' representatives and the Examiner agreed that addition of the 
phrase "excluding the start codon region" to claim 1 did not raise issues of new matter under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. No agreement was reached with respect to claims 30-32. 
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
